Kirkpatrick, an international 
affairs major, said she was 
approached a month ago by fac- 
ulty in the Elliott School of 
International Affairs about try- 
ing out to be the student speaker. 

“I had to write a speech in two 
days and really wrack my brain 
to try and come up with some- 
thing,” Kirkpatrick said. “I gave 
that speech to the Elliott School 
and there were like two other 
people who tried out.” 

Several days later, Kirk- 
patrick discovered she had been 
selected to speak in front of the 


T o some people. Bill Cosby is the spokesman for 
Jell-0 products. To others, he is Dr. Heathcliff 
Huxtable of “The Cosby Show” fame. But to the 
members of GW’s class of 1997, he will be the keynote 
-speaker at their Commencement. 

■ -pn Sunday, May 18, Cosby will address graduates 
during the Commencement ceremony on the' Ellipse. 
While the topic of his speech is still unknown, Cosby 
is known for providing intellectual insights and 
humorous anecdotes in his speeches. 

“From time to time, students have complained that 
the speakers are pretty dull,” said Executive Director 
of University Relations Sandy Holland. “I think Bill 
Cosby is not. He wilt be a fun speaker.” 

Known for his stand-up comedy and many comic 
television and movie roles, Cosby has a reputation for 
producing laughs. As a young comedian, Cosby per- 
formed stand-up routines in nightclubs. In 1965, he 
emerged on the television screen co-starring with 
Robert Culp in the adventure series “I Spy,” a role that 
earned him three Emmy awards. 

Cosby continued his success as an actor and come- 
dian through the 1970s in a variety of shows. In 1984, 
he introduced himself to a younger generation in “The 
Cosby Show.” For eight years, American families were 
entertained and educated by members of the Huxtable 
household. Currently, Cosby is reunited with “Cosby 
Show” co-star Phylicia Rashad in his latest sitcom, 
“Cosby.” 

Beyond television, Cosby has garnered numerous 
accolades for his commentaries about parenting. In 
comedy routines like “Bill Cosby - Himself,” Cosby 
established himself as a father and husband as well as 
an entertainer. 

Recently, Cosby’s personal life became the focus of 
media attention when his 27-year-old son, Ennis, was

murdered in Los Angeles while changing a flat tire. 

Despite that emotional struggle, Cosby continues 
to entertain audiences. 

According to Mike Freedman, GW’s director of pub- 
lic affairs, when the University learned of Ennis’ 
death, Cosby was offered “the option of not speaking 
and not attending the Commencement. It was his 
decision to proceed.” 

An avid supporter of education, Cosby promotes 
his belief that ' education is necessary to succeed. 
Ironically, Cosby dropped out of high school to join the

The first graduation was held at the Rev. Dr. Laurie’s 
Presbyterian Meeting House on F and 14th streets. 

The U.S. Marine Band provided music for the first 
ceremony, and six students delivered addresses to the 
audience. 

According to Anderson, Lafayette “expressed his high 
sense of the respect shown to him; the pleasure with 
which he had witnessed the public services of the day; 
and his wishes for the prosperity of the institution.” 

The annual Commencement ceremony, which for 
the last five years has been scheduled to take place on 
the Ellipse, was previously held at such venues as the 
Smith Center, the University Yard, the National 
Theater and Constitution Hall. 

A plethora of significant speakers has addressed 
GW graduates. Recent speakers include American Red 
Cross President Elizabeth Dole, First Lady Hillary 
Rodham Clinton and Secretary of Health and Human 
Services Donna Shalala. 

The University also has hosted presidential speak- 
ers, including Harry Truman in 1946, when his

Almost two centuries of GW Commencement histo- 
ry are marked by famous speakers, notable audience 
members and a variety of D.C. locations. 

The Columbian College, GW’s predecessor, held its 
first Commencement on Dec. 15, 1824, according to 
University Archivist G. David Anderson. The first 
graduating class of the federal college consisted of 
three seniors. 

Several days before the event. The Daily National 
Intelligencer announced that “General (Marquis de) 
Lafayette would return to (Washington) in time to be 
present at the Commencement of the Columbian 
College ...” 

Lafayette, an inspirational revolutionary leader 
during the French monarchy and Revolution, actively 
supported the young United States. 

The event also was attended by President James 
Monroe, Secretary of State John Quincy Adams, 
Secretary of War John C. Calhoun, Speaker of the 
House Henry Clay, the justices of the Supreme Court

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GW plans backup to Sunday’s Ellipse ceremony 


Alternative site event would be broadcast on D.C. cable

Months of planning and “enor- 
mous person power” have gone into 
developing an alternative site plan 
for this year’s Commencement cer- 
emony, an effort that is “well worth 


it,” according to Mike Freedman, 
GW’s director of public affairs. 

“We have made sure that the 
University makes' every human 
effort to make sure the 
Commencement takes place,” 
Freedman said. 

This is the second year the 


University has had a comprehen- 
sive backup plan, a move made 
after the 1995 ceremony on the 
Ellipse was canceled due to 
inclement weather. 

“We’ve learned some valuable 
lessons about having an alternate 
site plan,” Freedman said. “We’re

This recorded information will be updated imme- 
diately in the event of changes to the weekend schedule and/or Sunday ceremony. In 
addition, should it be necessary to move from the Ellipse to the alternative site or make 
any last minute changes to the ceremony, public service announcements regarding 
start time and other details will be carried by radio stations WTOP at AM 1500 and 
WMAL at AM 630. 

• The alternative site for the Commencement ceremony is the Charles E. Smith Center 
located at 600 22nd Street, NW . All graduates, faculty, staff and platform party partic- 
ipants should proceed to the Smith Center as directed. The start time of an alternative 
ceremony will be determined at the time a change is announced and may be different 
from the scheduled Ellipse start time. Due to space limitations, it is not possible to 
accommodate guests at the Smith Center. A live broadcast of the Smith Center cere- 
mony will be available as described below. 

• Due to space limitations, each graduate will receive two tickets for guests to view a live 
broadcast of the Smith Center ceremony at specifically designated sites on campus. 
Tickets will identify the specific locations where ticket holders should go. Graduates 
are urged to share this information with their guests in advance to minimize confusion. 
Graduates should agree ahead of time where they will meet their guests following the 
ceremony. 

• All graduates, wearing regalia, should enter the Smith Center at the 22nd Street main 
entrance where ushers and staff will assist with seating. Members of the faculty, staff, 
honorees and members of the platform party should use the lower entrance of the 
Smith Center at the corner of 22nd and G Street where staff will be available. 

• Shuttle bus service will continue to operate as described in the Commencement infor- 

mation booklet (see page 23) between the campus and the Ellipse. Cabs are normally 
available on public streets around the Ellipse. If you decide to bring a car to the Ellipse 
area, please be sure all of your passengers know qp*

redoubling our efforts to make sure 
this goes off well.” 

Freedman said the Commence- 
ment ceremony will be held on the 
Ellipse rain or shine, but the event 
could be canceled due to an electri- 
cal storm or if the federal govern- 
ment will not allow the ceremony 
to continue. 

“We are in a unique situation,” 
Freedman said. “The Secret 
Service could come out and tell us 
that we can’t be on the Ellipse that 
day.” 

If the ceremony is moved off 
the Ellipse, it will be held in the 
Smith Center, and a live broad- 
cast of the event will be shown at 
several sites around campus, 
including the Marvin Center, 
Lisner Auditorium and Funger 
Hall. 

Each graduate will receive two 
tickets for guests to view the live 
broadcast. The Smith Center cere- 
mony also will be broadcast on 
D.C. cable Channel 28. 

Freedman said all graduates 
and their guests are encouraged to 
call 994-5050 or 994-4949 on the 
day of Commencement “just to 
make sure” the event will proceed 
as planned. 

He also stressed that if the 
event is moved to the alternative 
site, the start time for the ceremo- 
ny may change. 

“If we are put in the position to 
move the ceremony, the time may 


change; graduates should call to 
make sure,” Freedman said. 

Last-minute changes and 
announcements also will be broad- 
cast on radio stations WTOP 1500 
AM and WMAL 620 AM. 

Freedman said the University’s 
Commencement planning commit- 
tee is holding meetings to discuss 
logistics and internal and external 
communications for both the cere- 
mony on the Ellipse and the alter- 
native site event. 

“There is no question that 
we’ve been planning for several 
different ceremonies - the one on 
the Ellipse, the separate school 
ceremonies and the possibility of 
an event in the Smith Center,” 
Freedman said. “We’ve been doing 
duplicate, even triplicate plan- 
ning.” 

Freedman said the alternative 
site plan is similar to the plan 
used last year, but he said modifi- 
cations are always necessary 
based on the availability of 
venues. 

Last month, Freedman, 
Director of Special Events Lynn 
Shipway and Vice President for 
Administrative and Information

Cosby and three others will be recognized with degrees

The University will present 
four honorary doctoral degrees 
during Sunday’s Commencement 
ceremony. 

In addition to speaker Bill 


Cosby, Elizabeth Pfohl Campbell, I. 
Bernard Cohen and Laszlo N. 
Tauber, M.D. will be honored for 
their achievements. 

Only Cosby is slated to address 
the graduates. The other three 
recipients will be escorted to the 
front of the stage, where they will 


be given the honorary degree and a 
long velvet hood. 

The process of selecting hon- 
orary degree recipients begins at 
least one year prior to graduation. 

According to University 
Marshal Jill Kasle, the process is 
“approximately as complicated as 


picking a new pope.” 

The first step is the submission 
of nominees by a Faculty Senate 
committee to University President 
Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, and 
then to a committee of the 
University’s Board of Trustees, 
Kasle said. The final decision is 
made by the full Board of Trustees. 

Chief Executive Officer of the

Greater Washington Educational 
Telecommunications Association 
Inc. (WETA) and GW University 
Trustee Sharon Percy Rockefeller 
and GW Director of the School of 
Media and -Public Affairs Jean 
Folkerts will escort Campbell at 
the ceremony to receive her hon- 
orary doctorate in public service. 

In 1957, Campbell founded 
WETA, a public broadcasting orga- 
nization, and served as its presi- 
dent for 14 years. Campbell now 
serves as WETA’s vice president for 
community affairs, a position she 
has held since 1971. 

After graduating from North 
Carolina’s Salem College and earn- 
ing a master’s degree from 
Columbia University, Campbell 
taught at Winston-Salem College 
in North Carolina. She then served 
as dean of Mary Baldwin College in 
Virginia from 1929 to 1936. 

For 12 years Campbell also 


Cohen will receive an honorary 
doctor of science degree at the cer- 
emony. GW Associate Vice 
President for Research and 
Graduate Studies Dr. Carol 
Sigelman and history department 
Chair Professor Edward Berkowitz 
will escort Cohen. 

Cohen received both his under- 
graduate and graduate degrees 
from Harvard University. 
According to the press release, “He 
was the first American to receive a 
Ph.D. in the field known as the his- 
tory of science.” 

Cohen developed new methods 
for teaching science to non-science 
majors and has been active in the 
combined study of science, technol- 
ogy and public policy. He founded 
Harvard’s history of science 
department. 

Tauber, a surgeon, real estate 
investor and philanthropist, will 
be presented with an honorary 
doctorate in public service. GW 
Vice President for Medical Affairs 
Allan Weingold will escort Tauber 
during the ceremony. 

According to the University 
press release, Tauber, a native 
Hungarian, “operated a makeshift 
hospital for Jews who were injured 
by Nazi sympathizers during the 
war.” 

Tauber moved to the United 
States in 1947 and obtained a 
teaching fellowship in neuro- 
surgery at GW. 

He also created the Jefferson 
Memorial Hospital in Alexandria, 
Va., which had a reputation for 
helping people regardless of their 
financial situation. Even today, as 
a practicing surgeon, Tauber often 
offers free services.

“Any person who is an alumnus 
or alumna of the University can be 
nominated (for the award) as long 
as they have had a distinguished 
career,” Jacobs-Carter said. “By 
‘distinguished,’ I mean they have to 
have done something above the 
ordinary, such as getting a presi- 
dential appointment, becoming a 
corporate head, or someone well- 
known for public service.” 

Deans and department chairs 
usually make nominations, but 
anyone in the GW community can 
nominate someone for the award. 
The Alumni Association’s awards 
subcommittee selects the winners 
from the many nominees. 
Selections are then approved by 
the entire Alumni Association. 

The Distinguished Alumni 
Achievement Awards program 
began in 1937. Past recipients 
include former FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover and former Head of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff General 
Colin Powell. 

“All of them have excelled in dif- 
ferent areas,” Jacobs-Carter said. 
“Each is outstanding in his or her 
own field of endeavor.” 

Durham, who earned his mas- 
ter’s degree from the Elliott School 
of International Affairs in 1975, is 
the assistant secretary of human 
resources and administration for 
the Department of Energy. He was 
nominated by President Bill 
Clinton and has held the post since 
1993. Before joining the Clinton 
administration, Durham served in 
the United States Air Force for 36 
years, including a stint as com- 
manding general of Andrews Air 
Force Base. 

Kay, who received his under- 
graduate and law degrees at GW, 


has served as the magistrate judge 
for the U.S. District Court in the 
D.C. Circuit since 1991. Kay is also 
the chair of the National 
Conference of Bar Examiners. He 
has worked in numerous law-relat- 
ed positions in Washington, and for 
the Department of Commerce. 

Martin has served as both the 
president of America’s Customer 
Operations and the corporate vice 
president of Xerox Corporation 
since 1992. Martin earned degrees 
from both the Columbian School of 
Arts and Sciences and the School of 
Engineering and Applied Science. 
He was an associate professor at 
GW and a deputy assistant secre- 
tary at the Department of 
Agriculture. 

After completing graduate work 
at GW’s Graduate School of 
Education and Human Develop- 
ment, McKenzie founded the 
McKenzie Group, Inc., an educa- 
tional consulting firm, in 1988. She 
also served as deputy assistant sec- 
retary of the Department of 
Education, and served as superin- 
tendent of D.C. schools. 

McMeel is the clinical senior sci- 
entist at the Schepens Eye 
Research Institute, a center associ- 
ated with the Harvard Medical 
School. He completed his under- 
graduate and medical degrees at 
GW. He also served as president of 
the Retina Society. 

Shin, who has two graduate 
degrees from the School of 
Education and Human Develop- 
ment, is a congresswoman of the 
15th National Assembly in South 
Korea. She is also vice president of 
The National Congress for New 
Politics, her political party.

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Students await Cosby’s 
speech on the Ellipse 

Commencement ’97 will return to single speaker

Students and faculty offered 
mixed reactions to the choice of 
actor and comedian Bill Cosby as 
the Class of 1997’s Commencement 
speaker, as the University returns 
to a single address after two years 
of multiple speakers. 

“I’d rather have one person 
speak than many because I’d 
rather have one longer, succinct, 
meaningful message than many 
short, meaningless ones,” said 
senior Anthony Tangorra. 

“I’m really, really excited about 
having Bill Cosby come and speak, 
so I don’t care if we only have one 
speaker,” senior Silvia Santillan 
said. “Bill Cosby reminds me of my 
father.” 

Other students were unhappy 
with the choice of Cosby as the 
Commencement speaker. 

Mark Kohn, a senior political 
science major, said he would prefer 
a person in politics to deliver the 
Commencement speech. 

Kohn said Cosby will not offer a 
“historic speech . . . When I think of 
Bill, I think of a dad. I can go to my 
dad for advice.” 

He said he does not expect a 
quote like John F. Kennedy’s “Ask 
not what your country can do for 
you, ask what you can do for your 
country ” from Cosby. 

“I’m graduating, it’s my last day, 
and I don’t think Bill is going to do 
it for me,” Kohn said. 

He suggested Vice President A1 
Gore and Secretary of State 
Madeleine Albright as better 
speakers for Commencement. 

Kohn said he would like to 
know his “Commencement speaker 


will be president.” 

University administrators who 
picked the Commencement speak- 
er are happy with this year’s selec- 
tion, and with the change of pace 
from last year. 

“We’re tr 3 dng different models,” 
explained GW President Stephen 
Joel 'Trachtenberg. 

He said he was looking for the 
best possible speaker for this year’s 
ceremony - one that would satisfy 
graduates and their guests. 

Cosby will receive an honorary 
degree in humanities at Sunday’s 
ceremony along with three other 
recipients, but Cosby will be the 
primary speaker. 

'Trachtenberg said he hopes the 
other three recipients will say 
something as well. 

Last year’s 175th anniversary 
Commencement featured eight 
speakers who addressed graduates 
for less than five minutes each 
“because of the heat,” University 
Marshal Jill Kasle said. 

Last year’s Commencement was 
supposed to “more or less” reflect 
the diverse academic disciplines at 
GW, Kasle explained. But because 
there are so many departments, 
they had to “fit into broad cate- 
gories,” she added. 

“It was also an experiment,” 
'Trachtenberg said. “We also gave 
more honorary degrees last year 
than we usually do because it was 
the 175th anniversary. 

“We didn’t want a series of jack- 
in-the-boxes, get your degree and sit 
down. But it went pretty well. You 
want to stay flexible. We might try 
(the multiple speaker format) again 
in the future,” 'Trachtenberg said. 

'Trachtenberg also said Cosby is

daughter was a member of the graduating 
class, and John F. Kennedy in 1963, only 
months before his assassination. 

Before the event was moved to the 
Ellipse in 1992, no combined 
Commencement was held for all undergrad- 
uate schools at GW. 

“When I started as marshal, we did not 
have a unified Commencement ceremony 
at the Ellipse,” said University Marshal 
Jill Kasle, whose first Commencement was 
in 1990. “Each school had a separate grad- 
uation ceremony. 

“Under the old system, graduation did 
not reflect the fact that this was really a 
university,” Kasle said. “That’s a big, big 
change, to go from each school having a sep- 


ny on the Ellipse,” she said. 

Kasle is responsible for writing the 
script for the Commencement ceremony. 

In recent years, she has seen many 
Commencement moments she considers 
memorable. 

She cited Mrs. Clinton’s speech in 1994 
and Marian Wright Edelman’s speech last 
year as two of her favorite Commencement 
moments, along with the presentation of 
Yitzhak Rabin’s posthumous honorary 
degree last year, which was accepted by his 
son Yuval. 

“There were other wonderful moments,” 
Kasle said. “Every time a student speaks at 
Commencement, I am as proud for that stu- 
dent as can be.”

GW Women begin to receive 
respect after great seasons 


Equality between the genders, 
although not entirely up to speed, 
is becoming more of a reality in 
many facets of our lives, from the 
workplace to the home. 

One place where this equality is 
seriously lagging is in sports, but 
not in the disparity of men’s and 
women’s talent. The gap separat- 
ing men and women in sports is the 
recognition and support the teams 
of each gender receive. 

GW is a perfect example of this 
phenomenon. „As a freshman 
writer, I had the opportunity to 
cover what were perhaps the two 
most talented teams on GW’s cam- 
pus in the 1996-97 school year. 
Neither of these teams consisted of 
men. 

In the fall, I was assigned to the 
women’s soccer beat. I soon discov- 
ered that the Colonial Women were 
a very talented squad, and one of 
the top soccer programs in the 
nation. 

All of this surprised me, since I 
had only been at GW for a few 
weeks and already had the oppor- 
tunity to cover a team with a histo- 
ry of being nationally ranked. 

Just as quickly, though, I found 
out that very few people knew too 
much about our women’s soccer 
team, if they knew that the team 
existed at all. Only a handful of 
people had actually seen them play 
in person at the team’s “home” field 
-just a short car ride away (about 
an hour if you drive really fast and 
you don’t get lost) near Fairfax, Va.

The team got off to a slow start, 
but they quietly improved through- 
out the season. It wasn’t until the 
team made the NCAA Tournament 
that anyone really started to pay 
attention to the Colonial Women. 

GW fans made up for the rest of 
the season by showing up in 
College Park, Md., for the team’s 
first-round game with a large and 
rowdy contingent that put the 
home team to shame. 

The women’s basketball team 
faced the same circumstances for 
much of their season. I covered and 
watched many of their home games 
as well, and I saw that these 


Colonial Women suffered from the 
same lack of recognition as the soc- 
cer team. 

With this team, though, I soon 
learned that there were even fewer 
excuses for a lack of support. The 
Smith Center is, at most, a five- 
minute walk from any point on 
campus - certainly not the cross- 
country adventure that getting to a 
soccer game entailed.

Allen homers twice as seniors win their final game

The GW baseball team finished 
its season by playing the role of 
spoiler this weekend. 

The Colonials won two out of 
three games against Duquesne, 
knocking the Dukes out of the 
Atlantic 10 tournament. 

The four best teams in the A-10 
earn bids to the conference tourna- 
ment. Duquesne came into 
Sunday’s final game at Barcroft 
Park needing a win to secure a 
berth in the tournament, but GW 
spoiled the Dukes’ post-season 
hopes with an 8-4 win. 

The teams split Saturday’s dou- 
ble header with the Colonials win- 
ning game one by a score of 4-2. 
Duquesne responded with a 7-1 
blowout in the second game. 

GW finished the season with a 
record of 21-33, 9-12 in the A-10. 
The Colonials’ conference record 
was not good enough to place them 
among the top four teams in the 
league, so GW was reduced to 
being a spoiler in the season’s final 
series. 

“Anytime you finish below .500 
you have to say you finished below 
expectations,” Tom Walter, GW 
head coach, said of his team’s sea- 
son. “We had enough talent to fin- 
ish higher, but we’re building 
things for the future. In the next 
year or two, you can expect good 
things from the program.” 


GW junior leftfielder Troy Allen 
ended his record-breaking season 
with two more home runs Sunday, 
leading the Colonials to an 8-4 win 
against Duquesne. 

On a day when five GW seniors 
ended their careers, the Colonials 
spoiled Duquesne’s bid to finish 
among the top four teams in the 
league and earn a bid to the con- 
ference tournament. 

Allen’s two-run homer in the 
first inning gave GW a 3-1 lead 
that it never relinquished. Allen 
hit another two-run shot in the bot- 
tom of the seventh, building the 
Colonial lead to 8-4. Allen’s two 
home runs brought his season total 
to a record 20. 

“Troy has been fantastic for us 
all year, not only on the field but off 
it as a leader,” Walter said. 

Although Allen is just a junior, 
he may sign a professional contract 
and leave GW early. Walter said 
there is a “50/50” chance that Allen 
will go pro. 

“You never know how the draft 
is going to go,” Walter said. “I think 
he’ll get drafted, and if they offer 
him a fair contract then I think he 
should sign. If not, then I’d love to 
have him back with us next year.” 

Senior David Burke, playing his 
final game at GW, pitched four 
innings, allowed two runs on three 
hits, walked six and struck out four 
to earn his third win of the season. 


The four other GW seniors also 
played a key role in helping the 
Colonials win their final game. 
Dwayne Crawley had two hits, 
while Scott Guiliana had a hit, a run 
and an RBI. Eric Rappa relieved 
Burke in the fifth and pitched two 
innings, and Bob Brown pitched the 
final three innings to earn his sec- 
ond save of the year. 

“The seniors all did a great job,” 
Walter said. “All five of those guys 
played key roles today.” 

The Colonials took a 5-2 lead 
into the top of the sixth, but 
Duquesne closed the GW lead to 5- 
4 with two runs off Rappa. 

Brown protected the 5-4 Colonial 
lead, holding the Dukes to only two 
hits in three scoreless innings. 

GW then put the game away 
with three runs in the seventh, 
fueled by Allen’s second homer. 

Duquesne 7, GW 1 

Duquesne got nine hits and six 
runs off GW starter Thomas 
Baginski (2-4) and won the second 
game of Saturday’s double header 
7-1. 

The Dukes broke open a close 
game with a run in the fourth 
inning and two more in the fifth to 
take a 4-1 lead. Duquesne then 
poured it on with three more runs 
in the seventh. 

Dukes starting pitcher Mike 
Fisher (5-3) scattered eight hits 
during seven innings in holding 


GW to one run. 

Colonial freshman Ryan Dacey 
had two hits, continuing his hot 
hitting. Dacey ended the season 
leading the team in hitting with a 
.341 batting average. 

GW 4, Duquesne 2 
Junior righthander Matt Wil- 


liams got a complete game win in 
Saturday’s first game. Williams (7- 
5) pitched seven strong innings, 
allowed two runs on six hits, 
walked three and struck out four in 
the Colonials 4-2 win. 

Guiliana had three hits, a 
stolen base and scored three runs 
for GW, while Dacey went three for 
three and drove in three runs.
